Cuban teachers to Atlantic on 
day attracted considerable attention in 
that section of the city, among the 
residents and those who happened to 
be riding through Atlantic.

Their complexions and dress were un- 
mistakably Cuban, They were not on 
dress parade, but several were quite at- 


tractive, especially some of the young 
men, 
The special train arrived on 


scheduled time at the Atlantic station 
at 3.03, and the party numbered about 


200. They divided into three groups, 
each with a guide, an instructor, and 
an interpreter, and walked via. Han- 
cock street to the  Neponset river 
bridge, or rather just this side of the 
bridge near the westerly fence. 


There was a little confusion in keep- 
ing the groups distinct, but after a 


while they gathered about their respec- 
tive instructors. Sentence by sentence 
the Instruction the rudiments of 
geography were repeated in Spanish 
by the interpreter, and attention 
called to the country the direction 
of Milton Hill. The lesson as printed 
in the pamphlet, both in Spanish and 
English, will give a better idea of the 
object of the visit to Atlantic.

William K. Vanderbilt, Jr., the 
young millionaire, was arrested on the 
Blue Hills Reservation, Friday, for 
violating the yules of the Park Reserva- 
tions, by driving his automobile faster 
than eight miles per hour. It appears 
that he had made a record trip from 
Newport, R. L, to Boston, covering 
the distance in two hours and 47 
minutes. When he went through the 
Blue Hills he must have been flying.

Young 
Vanderbilt replied all right, and 
started on. He had not gone far when 
the officer drove after him and placed 
him under arrest.

He then 
came to Quincy and engaged Lawyer 
McKnight to appear for him,

Benjamin Watson. 


Benjamin Watson, a long and well 
known resident of Quincy, died Sunday 
at his home on Nightingale avenue, 
aged about 82 years. Mr. Watson was 
a stone cutter which trade he followed 
for a number of years. He was also a 
musician of some note,and was a mem- 
ber of the cld Quincy band and also of 
the orchestra which in olden times 
occupied the choir gallery at the Uni- 
versalist church. 

When the Civil war broke out, he 
enlisted as a musician, and served in 
the 2d Mass. regiment until the end of 
the war. He was also in the 70s a 
teacher of dancing and many of 
Quincy's long residents will remember 
the many pleasant evenings at Watson’s 
dancing school when they learned the 
figures of the quardrille and the more 
modern waltz, He has been twice 
married, but was living apart from his 
| second wife.

born at their home on Warren avenue, 

At dusk the grounds were brilliantly 
illuminated with scores of Japanese 
lanterns and an orchestra, located on 
the lawn, under a cluster of trees, 
discoursed some excellent music. 
From eight until half after nine o'clock 
the house was thronged with visitors. 

Mr. George F. Pinkham delivered the 
historical address,and at the same time 
presented Mr. and Mrs, Sanborn, upon 
behalf of many friends, with a purse 
well filled with gold. 

The Rev. Frederick FE. Dewhurst, 
for a number of years the pastor of the 
First Baptist society of Wollaston, 
made a few felicitous remarks. 

Mr. Sanborn was born at Strafford, 
Vt., in 1820. 

At the age of seventeen he came to 
this State and found employment in 
the then famous Ames Manufacturing 
Co. of Chicopee. This concern 
engaged in the manufacture of govern- 
ment work, such as sword hilts and 
fine metal work. It was here that the 
two great bronze doors for the Capitol 
at Washington were cast. Young 
Sanborn, through his marked ability 
and adaptedness for this kind of work, 
was soon advanced to be foreman of 
one of the most important depart- 
ments. He remained with this company 
nine years, when he accepted a posi- 
tion at the foundry of Henry W. 
Hooper and was placed in charge of 
the moulding room. After being with 
this concern a year, he went with 
Gleason & Co. of Dorchester, in the 
same line of work, with whom he re- 
mained four years. 

The confinement of this class of work 
telling upon his health, be sought out 
door employment. He became a con- 
ductor upon the criginal N. Y., N. H., 
& H. R.R., and for seventeen years ran 
between New Haven and New York. 
Mr. Sanborn was conductor of the first 
‘*Shore Line’’ train which ran_ into 
New York city. There were but five 
Boston passengers on this train. In 
September, 1863, the commutors on 
the train which he had run for many 
years, in recognition of his faithful 
services, presented to him a solid silver 
service valued at $300, This 
was on exhibition last evening, 

Mr. Sanborn retired from railroading 
in 1868 and settled on a farm in Dor- 
chester, where he lived until 1872, 
when he came to Wollaston. 

Wollaston people are familar with 
the grand row of elm trees which add

Warren avenue. These trees were set 
out by Mr. Sanborn in 1878 and 1874. 


They will stand for generations as a 
monument to his foresightedness. 

In 1850, Mr. Sanborn was married to 
Mary Elizabeth Robinson of Peters- 
ham, Mass., at Boston, by the 
Sylvanus Streeter, a prominent 
versalist divine.

Three takings have just been made 
by the Metropolitan Fark Commis- 
sioners in Quincy for the Furnace 
Brook parkway as follows: 

1—Adams street to Reardon street. 

2—Reardon street to N. Y., N. H. & 
H.R, R. 

$—N. ¥., N. H. & H. BR. R. to 
Blue Hills Reservation. 

The Patriot would be pleased to pub- 
lish the exact location but the descrip- 
tions are very lengthy and far from 
comprehensive to the average readers, 
but the route is pretty well under- 
stood, 

It is necessary that the City Council 
should concur with the Metropolitan 
Commissioners in the taking and for 
that purpose the following orders has 
been forwarded to City Clerk Cleaves, 

‘‘Ordered—That whereas the Metro- 
politan Park Commission duly es- 
tablished under and by virtue of an act 
of the Legislature of Massachusetts, 
being Chapter 407 of the Acts of the 
year 1893, has taken under authority 
conferred upon by Chapter 288 of the 
Acts of the year 1894, and for the pur- 
poses defined in said last-named act 
certain real estate described in an in- 
strument of taking dated Aug. 1, 1900, 
a duly attested copy of which has been 
tiled in the office of the City Clerk of 
the City of Quincy which real estate 
lies in said Quincy in the county of 
Norfolk and Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts and is shown upon a plan 
marked, ‘*‘Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts Metropolitan Park Commis- 
sion, Furnace Brook Parkway, plan of 
taking Adams street to Reardon street, 
Quincy, Mass., Jane 7, 1900, William 
T. Pierce, engineer, *’ being Metropoli- 
tan Park Commissioners’ plan No. 288, 
referred to in and to be recorded with 
said instrument of taking. 

‘‘Now, therefore the City Council of 
said Quincy hereby joins in and signi- 
fies its approval of said taking and its 
concurrence with the said Metropolitan 
Park Commission therein and in every 
act, matter and thing connected there- 
with.’’ 

A description of the takings is also 
at the office of the City Clerk but no 
plaus. The plans however, may be 
seen at the office of the Metropolitan 
Commissioners.

Granite Business Good. 


Andrew Johnson, secretary of the 
Quincy Union, in writing to the 
Granite Cutters’ Journal for Angust 
says: 

‘+ Business is pretty good here at 
present, and I think that near ly all the 
men are employed now, and those who 
are not can easily find work in other 
places, as there seems to be a great 
demand for men all around. The only 
thing the manufacturers are complain- 
ing about now is scarcity of stock, but 
we hope that this obstacle will soon 
be overcome. I always had an idea 
that, after the Quincy Quarry Syndicate 
started into business, there would 
never be any scarcity of rough stock 
but by the looks of things now it is 
very much the other way. 

“Talking about syndicates I might 
mention we have a new one bere; 
namely, The Granite Tool Manufac- 
turers. A few days after the strike was 
settled, they put their wise heads to- 
vether and formed a kind of a com- 
bination or trust, or whatever you 
like to call it; anyway, they raised 
the price of every article they manu 
facture. 1 do not know whether they 
advanced the wages of their help or 
not. One firm, however, did not enter 
into said combination, end it is said 
that they are getting the largest part of 
the trade now."’
